Shipping Bill/Airway Bill, (Bank 
Certificates) and Invoice, details of which should be entered 
in the relevant columns of the Statement, duly cross-refer¬ 
enced by showing page numbers of these documents with 
the entry made in the relevant column of the Statement, 
Column 5(f) of the Statement will be completed in cases 
where no exports are to be counted during the year 1980 
(1st January to 30th June, 1980). Col. 5(g) of the Statement 
will be completed only in those cases where exports are to 
bo counted during the year 1980 also, 

7. It is clarified that even if a party does not have any 
exports during any of the years in the prescribed basic period, 
vi£ 1977, 1^8 and 1979, the exports during any one of 
two years of this period will still be divisible by 3 to arrive 
at the basic average exports during the basic period. Simi¬ 
larly, in cases where exports during the year 1980 (upto 
30th June, 1980) are also claimed for computation of basic 
quota, the exports made in any one, two or three years of 
the basic period, will be divisible by 4 to arrive at the basic 
average exports during the basic period. 

8. As exports of samples do not qualify for allotment of 
quota, such exports should not be included in the Statement 
of exports. 


9. An exporter need submit details of past performance 
only for such country-category formation in which he i* 
claiming quota for past performance. 

10. The ajjplication and the accompanying documents as 
specified in para 3 above should be comploto in all respects. 
Incomplete application will be summarily rejected and no 
correspcndence in this regard will be entertained. 

11. The quotas for the export of garments for the year 
1981 under ‘Past Performance Scheme will be iulimatcd by 
the office of the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports to 
the Apparels Export Piomolion Council for issue of quota 
certificates, in due course. No correspondence in this regard 
will be entertained by the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports. 

12. The exporters can be called upon at any time before 
or after the aUocation of the annual quota to fumi.sh any 
other information or documents required by Government, and 
if the required information/documents arc not furnished Im¬ 
mediately, the application w|ill be liable to bo rejected, 

13. Attention of the exporters is specifically invited to the 
declaration incorporated in the Statement of Exports (An- 
nexiiro II), according to which the information to be given 
in the Statement should be true and correct. It Is to be 
clearly understood that any quota granted on the basis of 
the information and the supporting documents, will be liable 
for cancellation, in addition to any other penal action that 
may bo taken in this behalf if it is found that any part 
of the information furnished is incorrect, false or mislead- 
iuig.
